Thursday of last week by the House 
of Commons announcement that the 
Minister of Materials, Lord Woolton 
had made the Timber (Control) (Revo- 
cation) Order, 1953, which removes all 
restrictions on the acquisition, supply, 
and use of softwood.

One significant omission to what 
has been termed this “rush of free- 
dom” is plywood about which, at 
the time of going to press, there 
had been no announcement. 

The furniture manufacturer whose 
interests are so keenly bound up with 
the timber market will, naturally 
want to know what effect all this is 
going to have on supplies, prices, and 
so on. 

First and foremost, there can be 
little doubt that the relaxation of re- 
strictions on the import of hardwood 
and veneers will mean that the threat 
of unbalanced stocks which had been 
hanging over the manufacturer will

very largely be removed. 

Now that the green light has been 
given to importers it can be taken for 
granted that no time will be lost in 
entering into forward contracts with 
Continental producers for the many 
grades and species required in furni- 
ture production. 

There is another very important 
point. The fact that importers can 
now go into the European market 
armed with the open general licence 
and with no fear of a renewal of 
import bans must mean that the pro- 
ducers in those areas will again be 
serious competitors with producers in 
the Commonwealth area which, for 
some time past, has been the main 
source of hardwood supply. 

It is, of course, too early as yet to 
estimate the extent of the effect of 
last week’s announcements on_ the 
international timber market, but 
marked effect there obviously must be 
within the next few months and the 
repercussions will penetrate right into 
the furniture manufacturer’s work- 
shop. 


And What of Softwood? 


What of the position regarding 
softwood? It might be argued that 
not a great deal of softwood as such 
is used in the manufacture of furni- 
ture. 

That may be true. but it must be 
remembered that this is the first time 
that the consumption of softwood has 
been allowed to find its own level. 

With the tight control on consump- 
tion now removed completely, the posi- 
tion of those light hardwoods which 
have for some years now been used 
as substitutes for softwood, must be 
affected to a considerable degree. 

This, in turn, will mean _ that 
greater supplies and a wider range 
of this class of hardwood will now 
be available to the furniture manu- 
facturer at what may well be very 
economic prices. 

In short, the days of competition 
have returned to the timber trade. 
Greater freedom must mean keener 
service, more economic prices, a wider 
range of materials. 

One comment remains, this being 
that it seems difficult to understand 
why, having made this great step for- 
ward to freedom, the Government did 
not include plywood. 

It may be, of course. that plywood 
will be the subject of a subsequent 
announcement. But, at the moment, 
the import position for 1954 is still 
wrapped in mystery. And the incubus 
of the National stock remains ! 
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New Elizabethan Here 


To Stay ?—and Gets Some 


Expert Advice on National and 
Local Furniture Advertising 


Gren a discussion, “Is Con- 
temporary Temporary,” at the 
annual meeting of the South-Eastern 
Area Council of N.A.R.F. in London, 
last week, MR. S. COLLIER said 
that to-day there was an entirely new 
approach to design. 

Between the wars cost was the only 
consideration : to-day the designer was 
an important person in the furniture 
industry. 

Would this situation continue at the 
first approach of bad trade, or would 
manufacturers immediately sack their 
highly-paid designers and go back to 
pre-war practice? he asked. 

MR. L. W. RUSE thought that bad 
design would die quickly but that well- 
made and well- designed furniture of 
this era would hold its own with that 
of other periods in years to come. 

“T think contemporary will come to 
stay in a more modified style,” said 
MR. C. L. KERR. That had been 
the experience in the car trade dur- 
ing the past few years, with “ mouth 
organ fronts” giving way to more 
restrained styles. 

MR. E. B. EBBUTT thought that 
there was no doubt that the new styles 
of furniture were not a passing fancy. 
Sixty per cent of furniture sold by his 
own store to-day was of this type. 


Selling By Advertisement 


A provocative talk on selling furni- 
ture through advertisements was given 
by MR. R. S. CAPLIN, a member of 
the National Council, and Chairman 
of the Education Committee of the 
Institute of Incorporated Practitioners 
in Advertising. 

Mr. Caplin said that furniture was 
acknowledged to be one of the most 
difficult commodities to advertise. All 
advertising was salesmanship in print, 
so it was essential for the retailer to 
remember that through his advertise- 
ments he was talking to human beings, 
and that they were not fools. The vast 
majority of people in this country 
were looking for reasonably good fur- 
niture at a reasonable price. More 
and more manufacturers were talking 
direct to the public through advertise- 
ments, and advising them to go to 
their retailers to ask for these manu- 
facturers’ products. 

This trend did not make the reta‘ler 
less important: he was the vital link 
between manufacturer and consumer. 
He should take full advantage of 
manufacturers’ advertising—the aver- 


age maker was prepared to meet re- 
tailers fifty-fifty on the cost of their 
local advertising tying up with his 
national campaigns. 

Discussing advertising policy for the 
retailer, Mr. Caplin said that it was 
necessary to “ think big and talk big.” 
Sir William Crawford had summed 
up advertising as “Concentration, 
Domination, Repetition,” and he was 
convinced that this was the essence of 
advertisement. 

The function of an advertisement 
was to make the reader want the goods 
or services advertised. Clever lay- 
outs which pleased the advertiser 
might completely misfire in terms of 
attracting customers. It must never 
be forgotten that a housewife reading 
a furniture advertisement did not 
think in the same way as a retailer 
studying a manufacturer’s catalogue. 

“You are not selling pieces of wood 
but the realisation of people’s dreams,” 
Mr. Caplin said. 

Because of this attitude furniture 
was better advertised in room schemes 
than as individual pieces. 

Retailers should study their own 
area, and then instruct a local adver- 
tising agent clearly as to the type of 
people whose custom was required: 
their average age, income level and 
type of work. The local Press was a 
valuable medium, speaking with 
authority in its own area, and cinema- 
screen advertising was another im- 
portant medium, Although the cost 
of a one-minute film. featuring a re- 
tailer’s showroom, appeared costly, it 
was well worth every pound spent. 

Mr. Caplin said that he thought fur- 
niture retailers should form a collec- 
tive “fighting fund” each allocating 
a small portion of their turnover to 
advertising each year. 


Five Trade Problems 


In a talk on topics affecting the 
trade to-day, the National chairman, 
MR. S. LATIN, discussed problems 
arising out of the Kite Mark, Pur- 
chase Tax, and Merchandise Marks 
Act, together with those of price- 
cutting and the no-deposit system. 

The Association was actively repre- 
senting the retailer in all these 
matters, and had the difficult task of 
reconciling the interests of its varied 
membership which ranged from the 
one-man shop to colossal department 
stores.

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Needleloom Felt Now Taxed 
And Floorcovering Order Clarified 


N the House of Commons last week, 
Mr. Boyd-Carpenter, Financial 
Secretary to the Treasury, in moving 
that the Purchase Tax (Floor Cover- 
ings) Order, 1953, be approved, said 
that it had two purposes. 

One was to put beyond doubt that 
certain fabrics and mattings sold as 
tax-free by some manufacturers were 
subject to purchase tax. 

The second was to include needle 
loom felt among taxable floorcover- 
ings 

The misunderstanding in the first 
case arose from an error in drafting 
a purchase tax schedule in 1948 


In the second, needleloom felt was 
little used in 1948 but had increased 
enormously in popularity since. 


Mr. Boyd-Carpenter said that there 
were felts, sometimes called hard felts 
and sometimes art felts, whose main 
use was not as a floor covering, 
though it was possible that they could 
he so used. 

Customs and Excise were in touch 
with the trade associations concerned 
and were discussing whether an exact 
line of demarcation could be defined. 


The Order was passed by 176 votes 
to 140 


Retailers Stopped Enforcement of 


Furniture Marking—Minister 


N the House of Commons last week 
Miss Burton asked the President 
of the Board of Trade whether he 
was aware that employers and -'‘trade 
unions engaged in the making of fur- 
niture were desirous that the name of 
the manufacturer should be placed on 
the articles made; and if he would 
consider their recommendation, with a 
view to legislative action. 

Mr. P. Thorneycroft: As the hon. 
Member was informed on February 
12 and March 3, Her Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment have decided not to provide 
for such marking by legislation. The 
views of all sections of the trade were 
fully taken into account before this 
decision was reached.

It would be too much to expect 
more than 30,000 furniture retailers 
to act as a team, even in their own 
interests, but enough of them did pull 
together in late September and early 
October, so that even the laggards 
profited from the effort of “ Home 
Fashion Time.” 

Many individual stores participated 
in community projects: Home 
Fashion Time, National Homes 
Week, Home Value Time, At Home 
Week, Better Homes Time, Parade of 
Homes, or whatever retailers chose 
to call it, and proved again there’s 
nothing like showmanship to create 
sales volume for furniture. 

New York led off with a National 
Homefurnishings Show. Chicago did 
it again with the fabulous Tribune- 
sponsored Chicagoland Homefurnish- 
ings Festival. Seventeen stores com- 
bined together in Atlanta, 24 in 
Chattanooga, 36 in Long Beach, Cal., 
19 in Rockford, and in true Texas 
tradition, over 400 participated in a 
state-wide campaign to put over the 
theme that “Friendly Texans Like 
Friendly Homes.” 

Full page colour ads, 40-page 
supplements, direct mailings; window 
cards, streamers, displays; radio and 
TV spots and programmes; lectures, 
contests, model home and Open 
House events, were just some of the 
devices that brought in the customers 
to see and buy the rich and tempting 
variety of beautiful home furnishings 
that makes the American standard of 
living the highest in the world, 


%&%& We have never subscribed 
to the view that American busi- 
ness and merchandising methods 
are always superior to those of 
Great Britain. But it does seem 
that the traders of the United 
States are far more willing to 
enter into co-operative marketing 
and publicity plans for the good 
of the whole industry. 

The extract from “ Home Fur- 
nishings” admitted that by no 
means all the 30,000 American 
furniture retailers co-operated in 
the autumn sales drive. It also 
admitted that the “laggards” 
who did not collaborate profited 
from the efforts of the zealous 
and the enterprising.

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Furniture Production Shows 
Rise of 5 per cent 


RODUCTION of domestic furni- 

ture in the second quarter of this 

year was about 5 per cent higher than 

in the preceding quarter and about 

8 per cent higher than in the second 
quarter a year ago. 

It was still about 16 per cent lower 
than in the fourth quarter last year, 
but production is usually high in the 
last quarter of any year. 

Deliveries of bedroom furniture 
increased: by about a tenth between the 
first and second quarters this year and 
kitchen furniture increased by nearly a 
fifth, says the “Board of Trade 
Journal.” 

There was a smaller increase in 
dining room furniture but upholstered 
furniture, as a whole, showed little 
change. 

Stocks showed an increase for 
dining room and kitchen furniture but 
otherwise there was little difference. 


Orders on Hand 

Orders on hand at the end of the 
second quarter were generally much 
lower than at the end of the first 
quarter; last year there was a similar 
decline between the first and second 
quarters, followed by a sharp recovery 
in the third quarter. 

It is difficult to compare the Board 
of Trade’s furniture statistics for 1953 
with those for earlier years other than 
in very broad terms. 

This is due to a number of sub- 
stantial changes made at the beginning 
of this year, following the end of 
utility furniture production late in 
1952. 

The largest change was the discon- 
tinuation of returns from firms with 
ten or fewer employees engaged on 
domestic furniture production. 

These firms accounted for about 
8 per cent of the total value of furni- 
ture production, with proportions 
varying from 2 to 32 per cent for 
individual kinds 

Some indication of 
tions is given in the main tables, 
where the figures for the fourth 
quarter of 1952 are divided into the 
parts attributable to the firms employ- 
ing ten or fewer persons on domestic

For most of the individual kinds of 
furniture the proportion of production 
covered by the latter firms was over 
90 per cent, although for upholstered 
furniture the proportion was a little 
under this figure. 

The figures for kitchen chairs, 
where the proportion was only about 
80 per cent, are not shown separately. 

In the case of divans, the share of 
production covered by the firms was a

little under 70 per cent, so special 
arrangements have been made for 
collecting figures from the remaining 
firms, but compilation of these is not 
yet complete. 

Another change should be noted. All 
qualities of furniture are now 
included, whereas only utility furniture 
was included up to the end of 1952. 

Non-utility furniture production in 
the four quarter of 1952 by firms who 
made utility furniture (and employed 
over ten persons on domestic furniture 
production) was about 10 per cent of 
the value of their utility production, 
but no information on non-utility pro- 
duction is available for individual 
kinds of furniture. 

It is also estimated that these firms 
produced about 85 per cent of all 
non-utility furniture. 

A further effect of the change is 
that the production of firms who 
formerly did not make utility furni- 
ture is now included if they have more 
than ten employees engaged on 
domestic furniture production. 

The number of such firms is small 
and the size of their deliveries can be 
seen from the split which is made of 
the figures for the first quarter of 
1953. 

There were also changes in the 
kinds of furniture for which separate 
figures were collected; reference has 
been made to these in the footnotes to 
the main tables.

HERE is a growing body of 
opinion in the Trade Union 
Movement which believes that a more 
rational and scientific approach to 
workshop practice and job outlay is 
necessary and desirable; it is widely 
recognised that a well-conducted 
motion study in almost any field of 
industrial activity will reveal numer- 
ous possibilities for eliminating waste 
in time, effort and material by ex- 
posing weaknesses in routing the flow 
of materials, the layout of work- 
places, positioning of machines, tools 
and components in relation to the 
operator, and in stooping, lifting, 
carrying and fetching, thereby eas'ng 
the stra'n on the operators and rectify- 
ing bottlenecks and irregular service 
to the machine. 


Three Vital Considerations

must be there before it can be shared, 
but when he has willingly co-operated 
in improving outputs and reducing 
costs, he expects to see a substantial 
share of the economies effected find- 
ing their way into his own pocket. 


Joint Consultation 


He will also expect guarantees that 
rates, once established, will not be 
cut if by his efforts he increases his 
output and his earnings. And _ this 
brings us to the last consideration. 

Joint consultation is commonplace 
to-day over a wide field of industry,

much of it, however, gives effect to 
the letter without fulfilling the spirit. 

In far too many cases the workers’ 
representative is looked upon as some- 
thing of a nuisance and is only 
tolerated because he speaks for a body 
of strongly organised employees or 
because agreements between the 
unions and employers’ associations in 
the industry provide for such repre- 
sentation. 

If I may, I would like to suggest 
that the first step to be taken in break- 
ing new ground for the introduction 
of modern production engineering 
methods into a concern should be to 
call together a representative number 
of the employees along with repre- 
sentatives of the management and ex- 
plain fully the aims and purpose of 
the studies and the methods to be 
adopted, preferably with an official of 
their union or unions present. 

Go over in detail, step by step, the 
way in which the methods will be 
introduced and built up over a period 
of time, invite questions and encourage 
discussion. 


Dealing With ' Difficulties 


Provide for consultation at every 
stage of the process and be prepared 
to stop the experiment at any time if 
difficulties crop up. Don’t start again 
until the difficulty is put right or ex- 
plained away to the complete satisfac- 
tion of the operatives affected. 

In special difficulties be prepared to 
call into consultation the official of 
the union and make it clear to him 
that his views and interest are wel- 
come, particularly if doubts are being 
raised with him of which you are not 
aware. 

Make any piece or bonus rates based 
on the motion and time studies tem- 
porary and subject to adjustment for 
a specified period, but give a guaran- 
tee of piece rates and no price cutting 
once the rate is finally agreed and 
confirmed. 

Arrange for the ratings on each job 
to be supplied to appropriate union 
representatives in the shop and, if re- 
quested, copies to the union office duly 
signed by the technician responsible 
and by the union shop representative. 


Managerial Function 


Make certain that the managerial 
functions, planning and supervising, 
are all geared to the new conditions 
and that once the system is instituted 
the conditions present at the time of 
introduction will be maintained. 
Also, make provision for the method 


of dealing with subsequent develop- 
ments, extensions or adjustments. If 
anyone thinks this is asking too much, 
remember that the unions have always 
held that they were entitled to be con- 
sulted on matters directly affecting 
their members’ working conditions and 
remuneration, but it is now widely held 
that consultation should go further 
and include the whole area of aims 
and purpose. 

On the whole the unions are in a 
mood to-day to look favourably on any 
proposition which shows prospects of 
increased production; they trust their 
strength and negotiating media to en- 
force their claims to their share of the 
product. 


Safeguard Worker’s Interests 


At the same time they must fulfill 
their traditional role as guardians of 
the workers’ interests against the ex- 
cesses and abuses potentially present 
in mechanical and production engineer- 
ing developments if left in the hands 
of production and engineering experts 
who are ignorant of, or indifferent to, 
the effects of uncontrolled “ speed-up ” 
and drive on the human factor. 

The handling of high-speed modern 
tools operating on conveyor belts, and 
tending machines of high-speed and 
feed, all call for greater or more 
specialised degrees of skill, dexterity, 
application and -responsibility than the 
older, slower and more _ laborious 
methods did, and, even where the effort 
is confined to machine watching or 
mere button pressing at appropriate 
intervals, the concentration and mone- 
tony may exhaust in a way which 
physical effort did not. 

When in addition these actions are 
dictated by a motion study and the 
speed by time study, the operative re- 
quires from his union very firm assur- 
ance that his physical health is safe- 
guarded to him not only in a better 
standard of living but in security for 
himself and his dependants. 


Interest in Technique 


He therefore wants to have some 
say, not merely in the wages and con- 
ditions of employment which his active 
co-operation in these new develop- 
ments entitles him to expect, but he 
wants to know something about, and 
have a say in, the direction of the 
aims and the purposes of the experi- 
ment he is a party to. 

The trade unions have constantly 
under review the development and ex- 
tension of these techniques and are 
steadily equipping their officers and 
members with the training and ex- 
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perience necessary to meet the prob- 
lems they raise. Some, it is true, are 
more advanced in their views on this 
matter than others, but by and large 
it is true to say that the movement 
is alive to the increasingly important 
part they are likely to play in deve- 
loping our productive efficiency. 

We do not accept that there is any 
precise accuracy in the production 
engineer’s findings, but the trade 
unionist must be equipped with a sound 
working knowledge of his methods and 
the ability to analyse critically and 
constructively the data he presents. 

With time study particularly, much 
of this will be based on assumption 
and estimate and many technicians will 
have no practical experience of the 
operations they have been timing, but 
it is essential to understand their 
methods of observing, recording, 
evaluating and rating if abuses are to 
be challenged and the value of their 
observations made use of. 

In the end it all comes down to 
sound industrial relations, which are, 
after all, human relations in a highly- 
specialised field. 


This “Atlas” Helps You 
Identify New Woods 


P aeHad published by H.M.S.O. for 
the Forest Products Research 
Laboratory, Princes Risborough, the 
new “Atlas of End Grain Photo- 
micrographs for the Identification of 
Hardwoods” should prove a most 
useful guide for all furniture manu- 
facturers. It is intended to be used 
in conjunction with the recent Bul- 
letin No, 25—a lens key for the 
identification of hardwoods — also 
issued by the laboratory. 

The photomicrographs are all at 
X.10 (linear) magnification. This is 
a higher magnification than that 
obtained with a hand lens rated at 
X.10 (area magnification). 

The Atlas can also be used by itself 
to identify a timber by direct com- 
parison with the photomicrographs. 

The arrangement of the photo- 
micrographs is in alphabetical order 
of botanical families, and within each 
family according to the botanical 
names of the timbers. This is the 
same as the arrangement used for the 
anatomical descriptions in the lens 
key and is intended to facilitate cross- 
reference between the two publica- 
tions. The Atlas includes a list of 
the diagnostic features to be seen on 
the end-grain together with refer- 
ences to photomicrographs which 
illustrate those characteristics. 

The bulletin is completed by an 
index to common and _ botanical 
names. Its price is 12s. 6d. (by post 
12s, 10<.).
